TRANSFERRED TO SAVANNAH. 


So Says Report but the War Depart. 
ment Denies It. 

Omaha, Neb., August 23.—(Special.)—An 
important order has been made by the war 
department. The department of the Platte 
has been transferred to Savannah, Ga., 
and will be there established under another 
name. The troops here will remain at Fort 
Crook, which will be attached to the de- 
partment of the Missouri, with headquarters 
at Chicago. The affair has been Kept quiet 
as the removal will not be a small loss to 
this city. A vigorous attempt is being 
made to secure a reversal of the order. G. 
L. Miller, collector of customs, and E. Mar- 
tin, a leading politician, have gone to Wash- 
ington, but the attempt will almost cer- 
tainly fail.

GENERAL MANAGER ST. JOBN HEARD 


‘Declares That the Strike Was Forced 
on His Mén by Outsiders. 


THE ROCK ISLAND LOST $1,000,000

‘This Company Ownsa GalfInterest in the 

Pullman Cars It Uses—Incidents of 
the -Rioting Retold. 


' Ghicago, August 23.—General Manager St. 
John, of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific Railroad Company, appeared as a yol- 


committee this morning. Mr. St. John tes- 
tified that the Rock Island road had 12,517 
employes. He then read a series of briefs 
covering the strike on the Rock Island road 


‘from day to day. . 

“Our first trouble,” said Mr. St. John, 
“occurred June 29th. At this time a meet- 
ing of a few Rock Island employes and 
many outsiders was held on Blue Island 
avenue. A motion was passed to strike, 
all participating in it, whether railroad em- 
" ploses or not. The meeting was addressed 
by Debs, Howard and others, und it was 
the beginning of the strike on our road. 
No official notice was ever given t6 any 
officer of the Rock Island road that the 
employes intended to strike, and no notice 
Was ever given the road to discontinue 


hauling Pullman cars.”’ 

“Manager St. John then read a list of men, 
giving their employment, who were at the 
Blue Island meeting already referred tc 
and who ‘voted for a strike though unem- 
ployed by the railroad. Amonyz tnere men 
were tailors, plumbers, bartenders a1d oth- 


ers. 

“Fully two-thirds of these men were not 
employes of the railroads,’’ said Manager 
St. John, and he cited the names of sev- 
eral persons present by whom he claimed 
he could prove his assertion. He then Ge- 
tailed the incidents of the strike, telling 
how several trains w2re stopped, how en- 
gines -were repeatedly cut off and switches 
thrown open by men alleged to be strikers, 
and how men who wished to work Were In- 
fimidated and forced <0 stup wora whether 
hey wished to or not. 

The witness declared that the ly al au- 
orities at Blue Island were in sympathy 
th the strikers and interfer:d with the 
cers of the Rock IsJand railroad on sev- 
efal occasions. He said the police of Blue 
Island on several occasions arrested Cffi- 
cers of the road and once tried to arrest 
farshal Arnold himgelf. 

a Strikers as Deputy Marshals. 
yeputy United States marshals,’ con- 
tinged Mr. St. John, “‘as a rule, rendered 
@ood service at Blue island, but it was’ dis-. 
covered that twenty-seven of the marshals 
were striking switchmen sworn in by the 
order of President Debs, of the American 
Railway Union.’’ 

Manager St. John gave dates, names and 
minute details of various alleged interfer- 
ences with trains by strikers. The instances 
were numerous. He scored the Chicago 
police force and declared they often stood 
idly by and permitt2d overt acts. He cited 
firs by the score and declared that in some 
cases those who tried to put them out were 
shot at. New men were waylaid on the 
streets and beaten, and the road on July 
8th deemed it inexpedient to send out new 
employes, fearing they would be killed. By 
July 12th the trouble began to abate, and 
by July 16th everything was quiet. 

“The total number of men who actually 
struck was 522, the rest being intimidated,”’ 
said Mr. St. Johns. “The total mumber 
reinstated was geventy-four. About 5,000, 
men were out altogether. All the men have 
been re-employed again whom there were 
no charges against.’’ ; 
‘You state in your reports,”’ said Chair- 
man Wright, ‘‘that in many cases the men 
How 


do you know this?’ 
“From reports made by our employes 
‘“‘Has the Rock Island railroad ever in- 
creased the wages of its own violation?’ 
“I think it has.”’ 
“Can you call to mind any cases {n which 
this was done?’’ 
“IT cannot. If this has been done it has 
related to individuals and not to the em- 
ployes in general.’’ 

Has No Blacklist. 
In regard to blacklisting, Mr. St. John 
said the Rock Island road had no blacklist 
beyond debarring an employe dismissed on 
one division of the road from working on 
another part of the same road. He as- 
serted that the Rock Island road has al- 
ways treated its employes with the great- 
est consideration, and continued: “The 
doors of the officials from. the president 
down are always open to the humblest 
employe.”’ 
When asked about the relations beween 
the Pullman company and the Rock Island 
road, Mr. St. John tendered the committee 
the contract but asked that it be kept from 
the general public. | 
After conferring, the committee refused 
to take it on these terms. The Rock 
Island company owns a half interest in all

The witness told -how the general mana- 
gers had rejected the ov2rtures of the Amer- 
so Railway Union to declare the strike 
off. 

“Why did you refuse to consider this;” 
asked Mr. Kernan. 

The general manager said it was because 
the association did not want to recognize 
the American Railway Union. 

“Is it not true,’ asked Mr. Kernan, “that 
if a strike occurred on a road Ix longing tp 
the association, your association wouid 
unite to defeat the strikers?’ 

“Yes, sir.’ 

“Well, then, why did not the General Man- 
agers’ Association recognize the right of the 
Anterican Railway Union to organize men 
in a common cause, when one part of the 
American Railway Union was being af- 
fected ?’’

HE WAS BOUND TO PAY THEM. 


Gevernor Matthews Mortgages His 
Farm to Pay the Troops. 
Indianapolis, Ind., August 22.—Three In- 
dianapolis banks—the Merchants’ National, 
Fletcher’s and the Indiana National—ad- 
vanced $40,962 to Governor Maithews yes- 
terday to pay off the state militia for ser- 
vices during the riots at Hammond, Ind., 
in the mining region. There was no regular 
fund in the state treasury from which the 
amount could legally be drawn, and State 
Auditor Henderson, on the advice of At- 
torney General Smith, declined to issue 
warrants without a special appropriation 
by the legislature to cover the amourt. It 
is understood that Governor Matthews mort- 
gaged his fine stock farm in Vermillion 
county to the banks in order to secure 
the loan. He will appeal to the next legis- 
lature to reimburse him. While the gov- 
ernor has little reason to fear he will lose 
anything in the end by his self-sacrifice, 
there igs a bare possibility his action wil 
cost him the amount of the loan. If the 
farmer and populist elements should show 
up as strong in the fall election as they 


vote in the legsilature, there will result a 
serious fight over the question of allowing 
the governor's bill. 


SHUTDOWN OF THE MILLS. 


The Publication of the Agreement 
Was a Surprise. 


Fall Rivers, Mass., August 23.—The publi- 
cation of the agreement to shut down the 
mills was a surprise to many men when 
they picked up their papers this morning. 
Notices of-the-shut-down were mailed last 
night, but: it was the intention to keep ‘the 
whole thing a secret today. 

The executive committee is unwilling. to 
give out the text of the notices to the 
public. It was agreed that when the three- 
fourths of the spinners, represented by the 
signers to the order, should decide to order 
the pursuit of a certain course the others 
would stand by the order that was issued. 
Tonight, therefore, it is confidently expected 
that every mill in town will close except 
the Canonicut, the Barnaby gingham, which 
has been shut down, and the Fall River 
Iron Works Mills and the Seaconnet, which 
are not in the Manufacturers’ Association. 
The Seaconnet mill is running on the reduc- 
ed schedule and may be compelled to shut 
down by the help who may stay out. The 
King Ph.hp, American linen, Metacomet, 
Pocasset and other mis that are wholly 
running or partially fdle, are expected to 
close with the rest. There will be 22,600 op- 
eratives out of work, exclusive of 2,500 who 
are known as sick hefp. 

Secretary O’Donnell, of the Spinners’ Un- 
ion, is well pleased at the decision arrived 
at by the manufacturers. It relieves hih 
and the union from a very trying position, 
in which the funds were seriously threat- 
ened. 

The weavers, of course, are in high glee, 
as they have obtained the curtailment for 
which they were seeking. The length of 
the shut-down has not been agreed upon, 
but it will depend on the attitude of the 
operatives and the conditions of the mar- 
ket. Four weeks is the longest time men- 
tioned, but there is no guarantee that it 
will not last a longer period. 

The committee of the Manufacturers’. As- 
sociation has demonstrated that there is a 
greater unanimity of feeling than the mem- 
hers supposed existed, for at noon today it 
was confidently believed that every signer 
would stick to the last. Even Agent San- 
ford, of whom the manufacturers are talk- 
ing very harshly,,has concluded to close the 
Globe yarn mills, and the Sanford Spinning 
Company will also remain closed. 

Among business men and others the big 
lockout is regarded with much regret. 
Nearly $150,000 weekly will be taken out of 
circulation and there is always a great risk 
in trading among operatives when a shut- 
down takes place. Some will pay their old 
debts but others will not, if they can avoid 
it by removing to other places. 

The State Bonrd of Arbitration. 


New Bedford, Mass., August 23.—The 
fourth day of the great strike opened with 
a new element in the battle—the state board 
ef arbitration. Both sides remain as firm 
as ever, apparently, neither inclined to 
yield one iota. The board of trade arbitra- 
tion committee has failed to accomplish 
much and now the only visible hope for a 
new settlerhent lies in the meeting under 
Mayor Brownell’s call tonight. Of course 
this appiies more directly to the cloth mills, 
as there are hopeful signs for an adjustment 
cr a break in the yarn mill battle. 

How Wages Have Been Cut. 
Augusta, Me., August 23.—Returns that 
have been made to Labor Cotumussioner 
Matthews regarding the state's 1n°:nufactur- 
ing industries show that a reduction has 
been made in employes’ earnings, teking 
into account the reduction ‘n ruaning iime 
and of working force, both of shut-Ccwns 
and by lessening of crews and cuts in wages.

Colonel James Winstead Jamps from 
‘a Clock Tower. 


FORMERLY IN BUSINESS IN ATLANTA 


He Was Interested in the Scales To- 
bacco Company on Peachtree. 


NO CAUSE KNOWN FOR HIS SUICIDE 


The Banks of Which He Was President 
Are All Right—His Friends Think 
He Fell Over the Rail. 


——— 


Richmond, Va, August 23.—(Special.)— 
Colonel James Monroe Winstead, one of 
the most prominent citizens of Greensboro, 
N. C., and president of both the Piedmont 
and the People’s banks of this city, ended 
his existence today by elther jumping or 
falling from the clock tower of Richmond’s 
new city hall. 

Friends and relatives ‘who arrived here 
this evening think that Colonel Winstead, 
who wag subject to attacks of vertigo, 


walked out on the corridor nearly a hun- 
dred feet above the street, became dizzy 
and fell over the balustrade which came up 
to his waist, The more general impression, 
however, is that tt is a clear case of sui- 
cide and all the circumstances bear out 
this idea. Colonel Winstead arrived here 
yesterday afternoon and retired soon after 
supper. He seemed to be very nervous at 
breakfast this morning and impressed most 
of those whom he met after entering the 
hall as Weing in a state of great excitement. 
When told it was too early to be admitted 
to the tower, the visitor stroked his gray 
beard with trembling hand and said he 
would not harm anything and was anxious 
to get a look at the city before leaving at 
noon. s 

Fell on the Fenee. 

Reaching the base of the tower, Colonel 
Winstead removed his shoes, and these, to- 
gether with his hat and cane, preceded him 
on his fatal downward flight. Only two 
persons saw him fall, but many heard the 
thud as his lifeless body fell upon the sharp 
pointed fenee which guards the area to 
the hall. The head and body hung down- 
ward inside the iron fence and over the 
mouth of the area. It was suspended from 
one of the sharp spears which had caught 
the left leg just at the hip joint as the 
body fell face downward, and the force 
of the faH had torn it entirely out of its 
socket. The head was gashed across the 
scalp and there were bruises upon the 
forehead and nose. The chest was fear- 
fully crushed. 

The right arm was broken above the el- 
bow, the left was broken both above and 
below the elbow joint. 

The friends of Colonel Winstead are. un- 
able to assign any reason why he should 
have desired to take his own life. His 
banks are both in good condition, and his 
nephew, Mr. E. W. Winstead, who arrived 
tonight from Milton, N. C., says none of 
his private affairs are in condition to se- 
riously trouble him. In an unmailed letter 
found in his pocket addressed to his broth- 
er, Colonel 8S. Winstead, of Roxboro, he 
used this language: “My land company 
business is worrying me no little, but we 
are likely to get it in better shape.” 

Once in Business in Atlanta. 

Colonel Winstead was a native of Per- 
son county, North Carolina, and was seven- 
ty years old. He had be@h in business at 
different times in Danville, Va., and Atlan- 
ta, Ga., and was, at the time of his death, 
imterested in a large number of enterprises. 

e was president of the Henry P. Scales 
Tobacco Company, of Atlanta, of which his 


wife’s son is secretary and treasurer. 
Among the papers found wu him were 
three notes of this concern for $2,500 each, 


and a check for $15,551.28 drawn by him 
August 18th, in favor of the tobacco com- 
pany. Colonel Winstead late in life married 
Mrs. Scales, who survives him without 
issue. He was a prohibitionist, and made . 
good run for congress a few years ago. 
He was well known in Richmond, Va., 
banking circles, and the Piedmont bank 
had money to its credit here. The remaing 
were taken to Greensboro, N. C. tonight.

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THE PROHIBLTIONISTS LAST NIGHT 


wo Wards WilfAct Tonight~No New 
Candidates in the Race for the 
Various City Offices. 


' Nothwithstanding the fact that the com- 
Ing city primary is yet more than a month 
off the people are growing more and more 
interested in the situation every day. 

Tonight there will be ward meetings in 
two of the wards, and in both wards candi- 
dates will be suggested for the considera- 
tion of the voters at the primary, whether 
that primary takes place on the 28th of 
Beptember, or on October 3d. 


And if talk goes for aught the meetings 


will, in both wards, show quite an antago- 
mism to the ticket put out by the fifty-eight 
at the city hall. : 

The candidates for aldermen, councilmen 
and city Officers all combined have a large 
mumber of friends who are willing and 
‘ready to do all that can be done to further 
their cause. Among these candidates, and 
especially among those who are out fcr the 
city hall offices there is an opposition to 
anything looking to a reduction of salaries. 
AS a rule the men who are 
elected to the council—either branch 
of it—are able to do the work 
essigned to them without receiving 
one dollar of pay. In other words the 
amount of salary is nothing to them. But 
with the officers who have the work to do, 
salary is something to be considered, for, 
@s a rule, their living depends upon that 

y. 

O The committee of fifty-eight, which put 
out the gentlemen who are before the peo- 
ple, adopted a resolution requiring the mem- 
bers then suggested as candidates for the 
council, if elected, to vote for a resolution 
reducing the salary of the members of the 
general council and to see that a 
resolution reducing the salaries of the city 
officers was adopted. 


That resolution, calling for the system-. 


atic reduction of salaries, was adopted, and 
mone of the gentlemen who were mentioned 
for aldermen and councilmen hav®€ so far 
indicated that they are not pleased with the 
platform upon which they were put before 
the people by the fifty-eight. 

But it has caused a great deal of talk, 
and many of the candidates for council 
and aldermen, as well as candidates for 
the city offites, have asserted that they 
would not vote for any one who accepted 
@ nomination on that platform. 

Especially among the candidates for the 
city hall offices has a strong opposition to 
the ticket shown itself. The candidates, 
however, are a little chary of the manner 
in which they will make the fight, because 
they are cognizant of the fact that in an- 
tagonizing the candidates of the fifty-eight 
they may incur the opposition of the friends 
of those candidates and the candidates 
themselves. 

“You are aware of the fact,’ said one of 
the candidates yesterday, ‘“‘that none of us 
who may win, want to-go into office with 
the knowledge that our pay is to be cut. 
The salaries now are small enough, and the 
work hard enough. The truth is the resolu- 
tion was put there for political purposes, 
and we all know it. None of-us—at least 
that is my information—can afford to vote 
for a man for council who will begin his 
work by trying to reduce our pay.”’ 

“Then to show,” continued the gentle- 
man, “that the whole thing is a piece of 
electioneering, let me say to-you that the 
charter says that the city council shall fix 
the salaries of the city officers at the first 
meeting of the general council in October. 
The charter fixes that as the date for the 
change, and no change or fixture of sala- 
ries can be made before that time. Then 
what was the use of introducing that reso- 
lution in the city council at the last meet- 
ing? The gentieman who hunded it in 
knew that by the charter no action could 
be taken before the first meeting in Octo- 
ber . The only object I know of was to let 
the people see that the ticket set cut at 
the city hall was’ in favor of the reduction. 
To get at the question of the contemplated 
reduction it will require that paper to lay 
in the hands of the committee on salaries 
until the first meeting of the council in Oc- 
tober, when it will come up without the 
resolution just as though the resolution had 
mever been written. I am of the opinion 
that a resolution reducing the salaries of 
the members of the general council will be 
adopted, and that the pay will be put back 
to $200, as it was before. But if that.salary 
committee and the members of the council 
and the people generally investigate the 
matter they will never seek to reduce the 
Salaries of the officers.

Instead of improving, however, he continued 
to grow weaker as he looked upon the 
snow-clad mountains and he soon began to 
realize that his life was slowly ebbing. He 
returned to Atlanta only to yield up his 
spirit among the scenes of his boyhood. 

Mr. Lynan was never married. lia was 
twenty-eight years of age at the time of 
his death and leaves a mother and several 
sisters to mourn his untimely taking off.

A Savannah Mulatto Shoots a Woman 
and Then Himself. 


Savannah, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)—A 
most peculiar case of love and jealousy in 
colored high ife terminated today about |, 
o'clock in a tragedy which has been 
talked of almost as much as if the parties 
had been white. 

Robert Howard, a bright mulatto, went to 
the house of a Mr. Washburn, where Grace’ 
Rhodes was employed as cook, and opening 
the back gate called to her. As she came 
up she saw a pistol in his hand, so she 
turned and ran. Howard fired two shots, 
neither one of which took effect. Then he 
followed her to the steps as she ran, firing 
five more shots, one of which struck her 
in the back and passed through her lung. 
She ran into the house, where she dropped 
to the floor. 

In the meantime Howard ran into the 
kitchen, where he shot himself in the shoul- 
der. There being but one cartridge in the 
pistol, he went into the yard, luaded it and 
tired two shots into his breast just above 
the heart. 

Both were removed to the Georgia in- 
firmary, and the physicians say that nei- 
ther wiil live. 

Howard left his wife about four 
years ago and since then has been paying 
attention to other women. This woman 
repuised him and refused to marry him un- 
less he was divorced from his present wife. 
He denies this story and says she has been 
living with him, but left him for another 
man. He said his only regret was that he 
did not strike the heart, so that he could 
die at once. His reason for shooting him- 
self was that he did not want to go to jail 
or be punished here on earth, as he knew he 
wouid be if he lived. He said he did not 
know what his punishment in‘the next 
world would be, but he might as well face 
it at one time as another, so he tried to « 
kill himself. He cannot live until morn- 
ing, and there is believed to be no chance 
for the woman.

A Syrian peddier, named Seab George, 
was nearly killed about two miles west of 
the city this afternoon, by a negro, who at- 
tacked him from the rear with a knife as 
he was walking along the Central railroad 
track.

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The New England Cotton Mills, 


The mill strikes in New England are 
assuming larger proportions every day. 
At Fall River, the mill managers have 
concluded to shut down for an indefinite 
period. The telegram announcing this 
says it is generally expected that it will 
go on until the market shows improve- 
ment. 

In other words, the managers have 
concluded that the best way to secure 
a market for the’ stuff they have on 
hand is to cease produgtion until the 
demand for cotton goods increases the 
price. 

That is one way to “improve the mar- 
ket,”’ of course. But we are disposed to 
doubt very seriously whether the mills 
will find any profit in prices that have 
increased as the result of the lockout. 
The mill managers are intelligent men, 
and we think if these intelligeaut men 
would seriously examine the causes that 
have led to the extraordinary fall of 
the prices of all the products of human 
labor during the past twenty years, 
they would have no difficulty whatever 
in finding a remedy for the depression 
that has seized upon all industries and 
all business 

Nothing can be more certain than 
that increased prices, as the result of 
a lockout. will not add to the prosperity 
of the mills. As a remedy it is as fran- 
sitory in its effects as a dose of mor-» 
phine. When the mills are idle they 
are losing money, no matter what price 
they get for the stock they have on 
hand. 

The industrial depression that has at- 
tacked all interests is the result of an 
inadequate volume of standard money. 
‘ Since, by the wnconditional repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act, the congress of the United States 
has declared that gold alone shall be 
the standard monty of the covntry, the 
prices of commodities, property values, 
wages and business profits have been 
adjusting themselves to that standard. 
Having to meet the increasing demands 
of Europe and this country, gold is con- 
stantly groWing more valuable. It is 
said that there has been a large in- 
crease in the world’s stock dtiring the 
past twelve months, but this Thcrease is 
not a drop in the bucket, compared 
with the increased and increasing de- 
and for the metal as the money stand- 
ard. ) 

So fat as this country is concerned. 
it has been steadity losing its stock of 
gold. This loss counts not only as a 
decrease in our stock of standard mon- 
ey, but as a decrease in the volume of 
currency. Sinée the first of January 
this country has lost $72,500,000 in gold. 
In 1893 we lost %32,500,000; in 1892, 
$47,500,000; in 1891, $71,500,000. Now 
here is a loss of nearly two hundred 
and twenty-five millions of dollars in 
our stock of standard money and in 
the volume of our circulation. A part 
of this lvss in the volume of circulation 
was made up by issues of silver notes 
under the Sherman act, but the loss in 
the volume of standard money has not 
been made up at all. 

We advise the owners of the New 
England mills, as we advised their op- 
eratives the other day, to seek the 
cause of their troubles in the increasing 
value of gold. Business will resume and 
grow better than it is now; but the cot- 
ton mills of New England will never 
have high prosperity wntil the people 
have an adequate stipply of standard 
money—and when we say an adequate 
supply of standard “money, we mean 
an amount of hard, honest money 
sufficient to flout curreticy enough to 
sustain prices at a just and fair level 
and to give the business energies of the 
country room to expand.

000 appropriation by congress for the Cot- 
ton States and International exposition. 
We cordially endorse the congratulations to 
Atianta, but we urge the idea that this is ¢@ 
matter of congratulation fer Georgia and 
the whole south, yes, and for the 
whole country, and not for Atlanta 
alone. Atlanta and- Augusta have already 
attracted the attention of the country by 
the splendid expositions they have made of 
the material resources of the south, with- 
out a dollsr’s agsistance from outside 
sources; and with the practical aid which 
comes from the government’s appropria- 
tion, and from the not less important fact 
of government recognition and co-operation, 
there is no reasonable limitation to be set 
to the powers for good of such an exposi- 
tion as is bound to be given in Atlanta next 
the stamp of the approval 
the government or the United 
States on their enterprise, representa- 
tives of the Atlanta exposition can go into 
the countries of South America and ask 
with confidence a favorable reception for 
official exhibits by those governments. 
There in an earnest desire for closer rela- 
tions between the South and Central Amer- 
ican countries and the United States. and 
this exposition in the leading state of the 
south furnishes an opportunity which there 
is every reason to believe will be gladly ac- 
cepted by the countries south of us. 

Then there is another light in which this 
appropriation promises good results. It goes 
a long way towards tearing down sectional 
lines. It is a good thing for southern peo- 


| ple to feel that the goverfiment has an in- 


terest in fostering southern development as 
well as in encouraging the growth of north- 
ern states, and it is a godd lesson for some 
people at the north to learn that this coun- 
try extends south of Mason and Dixon's 
line. A federal appropriation to a national 
enterprise conceived and to be carried out 
in a southern state is obliged to have a 
wholesome irfifluerice upon the people of this 
country, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the exposition in Atlanta next 
fall will have the largest attendance from 
the north ever given a southern display. 

And, then, again, the management of a 
national eriterprise is obliged to have a 
broadening and educational effect upon 
the men engaged in it, anf upon the com- 
munity in which it is projected and carried 
out. It is sure to prove of incalculable ben- 
efit to Atlanta and the state. The exhibit 
by the government will furnish to many 
people in this section the first tangible evi- 
dence they have ever witnessed of the 
wealth, immensity, power, beauty and di- 
versity of the resources of this country. A 
large majority of our people have never 
gazed on the splendid building which adorns 
the national capital; they never saw the 
centennial exposition at Philadelphia, nor 
the world’s fair at Chicago. The govern- 
ment building and exhibit at the exposition 
at Atlanta next year will be, therefore, 
their first peep at the resources and won- 
ders of this country, even in miniature, and 
the government should, on that account, 
make the exhibit at Atlanta as comprehen- 
sive and educational as possible.

Cotton Bagging. 

Editor Constitution: Recent articles ap- 
pearing in The Constitution in reference 
to the use of sugar bags, and the amount 
of this material or of the regular jute 
covering for cotton, seems injurious advice 
alike to the farmer and the merchant 

The recent circular issued by a number 
of the New England mills is entitled to 
consideration. They use half a million or 
more bales of cotton and are justified in 
the wish to protect their purchases from 
damage. As they correctly state, the sugar 
bag material is more closely woven than 
the jute, takes water quicker, absorbs and 
retains it longer and damages the cotton 
in immediate contact with the covering. 

Nor do we béleve they are actuated by 
any motive of interest in what you term 
the jute combine, but by a desire only to 
avoid damage to their shipments while in 
transit. 

The question of tare, as you present it, 
is, we think, misleading. The 6 per cent, 
which you would . induce the farmer to 
think entitles him to pile on and 
ties to that extent, does not have any 
application here. The European buyer cal- 
culates in his price the customary tare for 
bagging and ties, allows for natural loss 
in weight between point of shipment and 
destination, then deducts this from his 
calculation and the net is offered for cot- 
ton. Hence, the more bagging the farmer

He promised to return them in several 
days, but weeks passed, and the lady be- 
came uneasy. Inquiry was made for Moh- 
ler, and it was found that he had suddenly 
disappeared. Upon her return to Atlanta 
Mrs. Keil took out a warrant for his arrest, 
and letters of description were sent to dif- 
ferent places where it was thought that he 
would ‘stop. It became known to the de- 
tectives that he had a wife near Columbus, 
and Chief Williams Was notified. He was 
located some distance from the city, and 
Wednesday morning a bailiff was sent out 
with the warrant. Mohler, so the bailiff 
stated, resisted arrest, and on the way to 
Columbus made seeral attemtps to escape.

Mohler is a man of nice appearance, and 
talks intelligently.

“This is all a misunderstanding,” he said, 
“and will be straightened out tomorrow 
morning. I had no intention of taking away 


with, and I can prove it. The truth is that 
when I took the watch from her I agreed 
to have it finished in two days, and she 
said that she would call for it.

Faure made a number of friends while in 
the city, and was, nearly always, in fine 
spirits. One night last week he talked to 
a friend at the Kimball about Suicide, say- 
ing. that it was pot physical cow- 
ardice that kept men from killing them- 
selves, but the thought of what would 
follow, the newspaper accounts and the 
speculation of curious people, He said that 
this thought kept a great many men from 
self-destruction.

Just Above the Heart. 

Here’g the story that comes from Au- 
gusta: 

Augusta, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)—Mr 
BK.

Night betore last Mr. Faure returned after 
a two weeks’ visit to Atlanta. He seemed 
to be in his usual good spirits, but last 
night seemed to be much worried.

This morning he did not come down to 
breakfast, and at 11/45 o’clock two pistol 
shots were heard in the vicinity of room 
No, 8, on the third floor. Sergeant Morgan 
and Mr. Joe Bull were the first to reach 
the unfortunate man’s roem. They found 
Mr, Faure sitting in a chair in the middle 
shirt 
and @ pair of white trousers. When the 
two gentlemen entered, Mr. Faure did not 
seem @ bit worried, and when asked by Mr, 
Bull what was the matter, replied, that he 
had accidentally shot himself. He was 
carried to the bed and Dr. Green summon- 
ed, Upon examination is was found that 
the bullet from a Smith & Wesson 48-cali- 
ber pistol had entered the left side three 
inches above the heart and struck a bone 
and took an upward course and came out 
on the top of the left shoulder. The other 
shot went wide of its mark, going through 
the partition of the next room and lodging 
in the hall, 

Mr. Faure was formerly editor of The 
Eyening News, but several months ago re- 
Signed and since that time has been out 
of work. It is thought that financial trou- 
bles were the cause of the unfortunate 
man’s attempt to take his life. Mr. Faure 
was taken to the hospital where he will re- 
ceive the best medical attention. His 
home is in New Orleans where his parents 
live, but he has been in Augusta nearly 
two years, .

THE ATHLETIC CLUB IN COURT 


Manager Holcombe Waa Pined—Other 
Cases That Were Up Be ore the 
City Court Yesterday.

in the city court yosierday aiternoon. 

Joe Calhoun, who was chirged with the 
offenge of cheating and : v......0¢, was the 
prisoner at the bar. He was a large, burly 
white man. 

It was charged against the defendant that 
he had secured credit from Mr. G. K. Pet 
tis by a false statement. He declared that 
he was the owner of a horse and wagon, 
and on this statement Mr. Pettis allowed 
him credit to the extent of $10. As it hap- 
pened, however, the wagon did not belong 
to Calhoun, and, according to the indict- 
ment, he was arrested on the charge of 
cheating and swindling. 

A scene occurred when the verdict of the 
jury was returned, 

*“Judge.”’ said the prisoner, “I have been 
a member of the church for six months, 
and I am not here to swear a lie. I tell 
you before high heaven that I am inno- 
cent of this charge. I never made such 4 
false statement to Mr. Pettis and he knows 
it. I owe him $9, the amount of my bill, 
and. I am ready to pay it as soon as I can 
raise the money. It is persecution and noth- 
ing else. Mr. Pettis knows that I’m a 
poor man, and he thinks he can get satis- 
faction out of me by sending me to jail. 
But he will suffer for it. Mark what I 
say. God will punish him and his family.” 

Having delivered himself of this evil 
prophecy he sat down. A fine off $15 was 
imposed upon him or thirty days in the 
penitentiary. He left the room with a satis- 
fied air, saying as he left, “thank you, 
judge, thank you.” 

After the Athletic: Club. 

“If the evidence which I have heard is the 
truth, there is very little warrant for the 
name of your club. Instead of promoting a

This was the caustic language of Judge 
Westmoreland in the criminal branch of 
the court yesterday morning, 

He was speaking to Mr. John Holcombe, 
who was on trial for running the club, 

It was against this new organization, 
the Athletic Club, that Judge Westmoreland 
directed his observations, at the same time 
eyeing the defendant with a keen look of 
judicial penetration, 

“Il was not aware that I had violated the 
law,’’ suid Mr, Holcombe, ‘‘and when I be- 
came manager of the club I was assured 
that everything was legitimate.’’ 

Mr. 'W, T. Moyers, the attorney for Mr. 
Holcombe, made a brief statement to the 
court and urged that since the defendant 
was in the courtroom for the first time in 
his life that justice be meted cyt to him 
with leniency. 

“In view of the extenuating circum- 
stances,’ said Judge Westmoreland, ‘and 
since you have voluntarily entered a plea 
of guilty I will only fine you $160.” 

This settled the matter so far as Mr. Hol- 
combe was concerned, and after paying the 
amount of his fine he was given his lib- 


The Athletic Club 1s a social organization 
with headquarters in the old library build- 
ing on Decatur street. Charges, however, 
have been preferred against several of the 
members for gaming and a verdict of 
guilty was entered against them last Tues- 
day morning. Mr. Holcombe was acquitted 
of the charge which was brought against 
him at the time, viz: that of running a 
gambling house. Subsequently, however, 
bench warrants were iasued against Messrs, 
Loyd, Willingham, Holcombe and Wynn, 
charging them with running a_ tippling 
house. This gives the case a new complica- 
tion, but since Mr. Holcombe has entered 
a plea of guilty the others may follow his 
example. 

Mr. Holeomb, who frequently visits the 
club, has many friends in Atlanta and all 
of them are now ready to bear him out in 
the statement he has made relative to the 
matter. Mr. Holcombe is diatressed on ac- 
count of the nature of the charges against 
him and in speaking of it yestefday Mr. 
John F. Wynne, manager of the club, said: 

“So much has been said about the At- 
lanta Athletic Association that I deem it 
necessary to reply to some of these state- 
ments, There is not a particle of evidence, 
nor has any been introduced, to prove that 
a game of cards was ever played in this 
elub, The game which was played by 
Messrs. Loyd and Holcombe was played 
previous to the organization of the club and 
was not in the clubrooms. This particular 
game was played six weeks before a single 
membership card was issued to the club, 
and had no connection with it. The asso- 
ciation was duly chartered by the court, 
not only for athletic sport, but for billiards, 
pool, field sports and other amusements. 
The name has nothing to do with what is 
done in the club. The Commercial Club’s 
name indicates a club for co erce. I 
don’t think they sell anything bu 
and dinners. Now, the intention of this 
association was to carry out everything 
mentioned in the charter, A club cannot 
possibly oarry out every feature of its 
charter without money. This club’s char- 
ter aas granted on March 6, 1894. Since 
that time to the present we have from the 
meager source of reyenue managed to se- 
cure for the benefit of the members a nice 
parlor, a nice reading room, with all the 
leading daily papers and other periodicals, 
checkers, chess, dominoes and pool and 
billiard tables.

In spite of the bad weather, however, 
there was a great crowd of the old sol- 
diers present yesterday to take part in the 
exercises of the day, to enjoy the speeches 
made by their leaders and to tell over their 
experiences and find enjoyment in delightful 
conversation with each other. 

It was a fine looking lot of men, too, that 


» gathered there. The Philip’s legion men 


had the day, and today they wili fall back 
and let their comrades of old Cobb’s legion 
go to the front. 

All of the men who went to war under 
the colors of the famous Phillip’s legion 
were great, strong-hearted, brave and cour- 
ageous men. They were for the most part 
mountaineers, going from the northern 
section of the state from out the Blue 
Ridge. 

General W. Phillips went out from Ma- 
rietta early in the war and organized what 
was known as the fourth Georgia brigade. 
The state of Georgia sent four brigades to 
the war, and while the organization under 
General Phillips was known as the fourth 
it was one of the first organized.

They went in training at the old camp 
there at Big Shanty, called Kennesaw now, 
and after a few weeks in camp went to the 
front. : 

When asked where they went to from 
the camp, one of the gray-headed fellows 
said: *‘Well, we went first to Lynchburg. 
From there we went. to h—l, or you'd 
a-thought so, if you had been there.”’ 

Not to speak so figuratively, the Phil- 
lips’s legion went to Lynchburg first and 
from there went to join Floyd’s command 
under Lee. They fought with Lee for quite 
awhile. Some of their best fighting was 
from the very first in western Virginia. 

Most of the time in service they were un- 
der Lee. They went with him to Richmond. 
They were in all the fights there and were 
at Fredericksburg. It was there that Phil- 
lips’s legion stood like an iron gate before 
the yankees and drove them several times 
back. While fighting in the front ranks at 
this battle General ‘I’. R. R. Cobb, the zal- 
lant commander of Cobb’s legion, who was 
right behind the Phillips’s legion men at 
the time, fell dead. 

Many an old soldier was at the reunion 
yesterday who saw him fail. Cobb’s levion 
and Phillips’s legion were thrown together 
in all of the Virginia campaigns and thus 
they were regarded as one set of met. They 
were close to each other all the time and 
now whenever they have théir reunions they 
bold them together. 

From Virginia the Phillips’s legion men 
went to South Carolina ander Pember- 
ton, but were not there long before they 
went back to Virginia and were placed un- 
der Longstreet. They went with Longstreet 
on the Tennessee campaign and arrived at 
Chicamaugua just in tim to load their guns 
and begin shooting to take part in the bat- 
tle. 

“I remember,’’ said one of them yester- 
day, “that I just had time to get out of 
the train and raise ny gun to fire with the 
order. It was a close call, sure, but we 
soon warmed up to it and had a good deal 
of fun out of it before we quit.’”’ 

They went back to Virginia by way of 
Knoxville, with Longstreet, and fought on 
to the close of the war, surrendering with 
Lee’s army. “We gave up our guns,” said 
one of the boys, yesterday, ‘‘bart it was just 
like I told the yankee at the time, they were 
not our guns. We simply returned the 
yankees the guns we had borrowed from 
them in previous engagements.”

Meeting Last Night. 


Every night this week the spacious hall 
in the Venable building, corner South For- 
syth and West Hnter streets, will be 
alive with Knights of Pythias, drilling for 
the grand conclave of Knights at Washing- 
ton, ©. C., beginning Saturday. 

Tuesday night the last business meeting of 
Gate Cits- Division No. 5, which is to be 
held prior to leaving for Washington, was

The meeting was purely a business one, 
and was for the purpose of receiving re- 
ports from the committees which have 
been at work since the last meeting to,get 
up sufficient funds to defray the expenses 
of the trip, supplemented by the amounts 


- already subscribed by the various lodges 


of the city. 

The reports were highly satisfactory and 
showed that the peoyle appreciate to its 
full value the valiant order of Knights of 
Pythias. The responses were such as to 
make the work of the comm(‘ttee much 
lighter thar expected. While the public 
has been very liberal in subscribing to the 
fund, the knights will have to go down 
into their own pockets to a considerable 
extent. The meeting last night was an en- 
thusiastic one, and numbers of knights de- 
clared their intention of going to the great 
conclave. They are looking forward to the 
Washington trip with great anticipation. 

The practice which the knights will have 
this week w..l fit them for making an ex- 
cellent show on Pennsylvania avenue one 
week from today, when the great parad°e 
occurs. They will be a@rilled every night 
during the week, including Saturday night. 

They leave for Washington on a special 
train next Saturday at noon. The train on 
which they wil go will be an elegant one, 
and will be a second section of the Southern 
railway vestibuled. The special train will 
carry the First Georgia regiment of sir 
knights. On board will be the Uniform 
Ranks of Atlanta, Sir Knight W. H. Har- 
rison in charge; from Macon, Sir Knight 
M, R. Freeman, captain; from West Point, 
Sir Knight J. J. Smith. These will com- 
pose the First regiment, with divisions 
from Savannah, Augusta. and Charleston, 
who will jcin the special train at Charlotte. 

Nearly two hund*d knights, gallantly 
arrayed, will be in the party when it leaves 
Atlanta. Nearly a hundred more will join 
them at Washington. 

The conclave at Washington, which is 
drawing so many knights to the capital 
city, is the greatest event gin 
Pythianism in years. Nearly a hundred 
thousand knights from every city in the 
country will be ‘present, and fully 80,000 
are expected to march in the grand pro- 
cession through Washington next Tuesday. 

The knights will live in tents erected in 
the open space around the Washington 
monumeni, and will remain in Washington 
about a week. This city of tents will be 
built in regular military style and the 
knights from a hundred cities w’"! revel in 
jolly comradery. This tent life feature 
will be one of the pleasantest of the entire 
trip. The tents will make a sight well 
worth seeing and one entirely new in 
Washington. 

The First Georgia regiment will be in 
command of Colonel R. F. Harmon, one 
of the best known and most enthusiastic 
knights in Georgia. He will have command 
of them during the entire stay in Wash- 
ington. 

The Southern is taking especial pride 
in fitting up an elegant train for the 
kniehts. They will reach Washington at 
7 o'clock next Monday morning, on which 
day the work of the g.eat conclave will 
begin. Atlanta will be splendidly repre- 
sented there.
